dark, except for necessary traffic per- 
mitted by the port captain 
or 
col- 


lector. 
Licenses will not be issued to boats 


doing junk business, and the licens- 
ing of chandlers' vessels will be lim- 
ited to the few required 
for 
harbor 


n'eeds. These may 
transport 
articles 


to and from vessels in the harbor only 
by written permission of customs au- 
thorities. 
Vessels'in coastwise travel 


will be required to report their leav- 
•injr and arrival unless they have spe- 
cial permits from port officials. 


In addition every officer and mem- 


ber of a crew of vessels in coastwise 
travel, including yachts and pleasure 
boats, must obtain identification cards 
and a harbor license will be issued to 
no vessel which carries 
any 
person 


not holding such a card. 


This does not 
apply, however, to 


travellers on ferry or other 
passen- 


ger boats. 
.No person may carry a camera 
on 


any vessel in harbor except by per- 
mit of port authorities or unless the 
camera is deposited with 
the 
purser 


during the journey. 
Ferries also are 


excepted from this regulation.

So usefui have the birds shown 
themselves that a law has been passed 
which provides 
for severe penalties 


for killing a gull. 


The gulls will cluster about a ves- 


sel passing through the Irish sea, for 
instance. 
If a 
submarine 
appears 


anywhere in' the 
neighborhood, the 


birds detect it at once and fly in great 
numbers to tho scene of the commo- 
tion ou the ocean surface. 


The antics of the sea gulls are ob- 


served by the navigating officers • on 
the ship and the armed guard pre- 
pares to fight. In many cases in which 
the gunners have fired at the point 
where the gulls are dipping into the 
crest of the waves, it has proved that 
a submarine was preparing to come 
jp and take an observation by peris- 
cope. The gulls are never attracted in 
great groups to any particular spot, 
the seamen have learned, unless there 
is a great run of fish. 
The sailors 


explain that 'the gulls are attracted 
to the German 
submarines because 


they imagine that the dark blotch on 
the water 
represents 
a 
school of 


small fishes swimming close to 
the 


surface. 
The gunners., 
accordingly, 


point the guns at the section of the 
water over which the birds are hov- 


'ing.

by U-Boats 120 Miles Off 


Cape Hatteras 


Submarine 
Captain 
Keeps 


Vessel Two Days on Sur- 


face Transferring Cargo 


NEW YORK, June 13.—The audacity 


of a German submarine captain, who 
kept his vessel on the surface two 
days, while transferring to the U-boat 
SO tons of copper from the Norwegian 
steamship 
Vindeggen, 
which 
was 


halted 120 miles 
off Cape Hatteras, 


was described last night by officers of 
the freighter. 


The Vindegsen's crew an.d that at 


the Henrik L,und, also a Norwegian, 
were brought to port by the Danish 
steamship Brossun after their craft 
had been sunk by the Teuton raider 
June 10. 


The Henrik Lund hove in sight and 


was signaled by the submarine just 
as the latter was finishing its looting 
of the Vindeggen's cargo, said mem- 
bers of the crews. 
The German com- 


mander ordered both the ships' com- 
panies into their boats and sent the 
two vessels to the bottom with bombs. 


Capt. Balmestad of the Vindeggen 


and Capt. Kaltenborg of the Henrik 
Lund were interviewed by naval offi- 
cials. 
The crews, comprising 6S men, 


most of whom 
are 
Chinese, 
were 


turned over to the immigration au 
thorities. 


The sinking of the two Norwegian 


steamships, reported yesterday, brings 
the total vessels sunk by submarines 
in American water to IS.

400 prisoners in the fighting- which re- 
sulted in the clearing1 out of Belleau 
wood, northwest of Chateau-Thierry. 
The Germans, who had been told to 
avoid capture because the Americans 
would torture them, started to run af- 
ter the AmericaifV machine gunners 
had made the wooa-tintenable, but the 
artillery barrage \Mp so perfect that 
they were cut off V,om escape. 


Among the prisoners are six 
offi- 


cers, a major, a captain and four lieu- 
tenants.

some had pieces of bread tied to their 
uniforms with string. They said they 
were glad to be captured and. several 
expressed a desire to go to the Uni- 
ted States after the war to live.

in, according to the 
report.

he war that supply has been fully 
naintained. 


Ireland grows more food for Great 


Britain than for herself, even propor- 
ionatcly to her 
population. 
Ireland 


traduces 40 per cent of the cattle and 
0 per cent of the pigs of the United 
Cingdom. Of beef cattle, two out of 
very five killed in Great Britain are 
ired in Ireland. 
To meet the new situation of food 
upply, in 1917 the department of agri- 
ulture for Ireland, following an ap- 
eal from the food controller, asked 
rish agriculturists to put forth special 
fforts by breaking up an extensive 
rea of new land. The response was 
pontaneous and within three months 


total new area of 657,000 acres was 
ut under food crops. 
A new food production 
campaign 


as been opened in 191S and it is be- 
ieved that the extra war food pro- 
uction of 1917 will be far exceeded. 
The statement points out that most 
f the orders issued for the regula- 
ion of exports and imports

Ireland and Great Britain have been

• Events in East Asia have forced in- 
ter-allied action on a new front—Si- 
beria. 


The decision has been made by the 


supreme council of the allies in Paris, 
not by China or Japan. 


It is these two nations,'however, who 
are to bear the burden of action in 
the Orient for the present. 


As a result of the negotiations which 
have been going on between Japan and 
the Chinese republic, the 
mikado's 


land will control operations. 


,Yet it materially alters the situa- 


tion existing in the first of the year, 
when •. Nippon proposed 
to 
intervene 


single-handed with the promise of far- 
reachingr results. 


Four months of wa.tcb.ful waiting 


have changed matters. The restrain 
characterizing Japanese policy; the co 
operation of China; and the sanction o. 
the allies to act in Manchuria, possibly 
in Siberia for defensive purposes only 
—these liave combined to reduce the 
danger from 
intervention. 


Two conditions have made this ar 


rangement imperative. 


The concern of Japan over the Rus> 


sian situation has . been a 
powerfu 


factor In deciding on action. Not onlj 
are the vested interests of Nippon— 
her position in Manchuria and Mon- 
golia—affected by the chaos in Siberia 
but she has a tremendous yen inter- 
est in seeing that Russia gets on its 


feet to meet the debts due the mikado's 
government and big business. • 


But more immediately, the crisis be- 


tween China and Russian Soviet re- 
public of the Bolshevik! makes action 
necessary. When the Bolshevik lead- 
ers in Siberia, under orders from Le- 


nine at Petrograd, attempted to get 
possession of the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way where it makes a short cut across 
Chinese' territory, the republic of Chi- 
na became vitally affected

her 


neighbor's troubles. 


The concession given Russia by Chi- 


na in the -90s for this line required 
the company formed to keep order in 
the railway zone, while putting on Chi- 
na the responsibility "for the protection 
of the line."

the status of Russia.

There are three possibilities. 
The 


Russian Soviet republic, by her break 
from the entente, to be regarded as a 
neutral; or, second, the Bolsheviki not- 
withstanding, held as our ally: or, last- 
ly, -by her dealings with the enemy, to 
be considered an enemy. 


The first step taken by the allied 


concert, which is handling this ques- 
tion to secure a much-needed unity, 
leaves the 
international position of 


Russia still undetermined. 
The only 


measures to be taken at present are 
for .the defense of the Chinese frontier 
by China herslf co-oprating with Jap- 
an—even the penetration of Siberia 
still remains only a contingency. 


But a decision must come speedily. 


Today the conviction that the key to 
the Russian situation lies in the east 
—not Europe—is gaining ground in al- 
lied capitals. 


There are three factions in Siberia— 


the Bolsheviki, the unwitting agents 
of the Teutons in the confusion they 
spread; the remnants of the Russian 
autocracy, hoping that some turn of 
fortune will bring hack the czar; and 
the adherents of the fallen Kerensky 
government, with their liberal repub- 
licanism. 
Want Allied Backing 


Each is striving for allied backing. 


Horvath, ousted by the Bolsheviki from 
control over the Manchurfan section of 
the Trans-Siberian, appears to be co- 
operating with the old Russian bureau- 
cracy in an attempt to restore the over- 
thrown order. 
Simonoff, leading the 


Cossack forces opposing the Bolsheviki 
oil the Trans-Siberian, apparently has 
tapped Oriental assistance 
to 
bring 


-back the provisional government head- 
ed by Kerensky. 
Even the Bolsheviki 


have put in an appearance, trying 
both in Tokyo and Peking to get as- 
sistance. 


In this the attitude of Japan is all- 


important. Her policy is dictated by a 
vital need to deal with a stable gov- 
ernment in Russia. . 


If she is backing: a counter-revolu- 


tion in Siberia, it is in the hope that 
it will give Russia a rallying point 
against disintegration. The allies seem 
to be swinging toward just such a 
policy. 


Their hope seems to be the formation 


of a liberal regime in Siberia, which, 
Backed by the allies, may yet bring 
Russia back into the great war.

SENT 


MOTHER BY SOLDIER GOING 


INTO BATTLE 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Adrian Ed- 


wards, a young lawyer of Carrollton, 
111., who gave up his work at the be- 
ginning of the war with Germany, was 
killed in France May 4 while leading a. 
charge in battle. Before starting for 
the fight Edwards wrote a letter, which 
was to be sent to his mother in case 
he did not return. The letter was read 
in the house record by Representative 
Henry T. Rainey yesterday, as "the best 
tribute that could be paid the young 
man, 
who had heard the call of his 


country." 
This is the letter: 


"Somewhere in' France. 
"My Dear Mother: I am about to go 


into battle and have instructed 
the 


company clerk to send you this letter 
in case I become a casualty, hence the 
receipt or" this letter by you will indi- 
ate that I am either with God or a 
prisoner in the hands of the enemy. 


"Since I will never become a pris- 


oner of the Hun if I remain conscious 
and able to fight, it is doubtful if I will 
ever be an inmate of a German prison 
camp. 


"Do not grieve that I am among th 


missing, but rather rejoice that yo 
have given a son in sacrifice to mak 
the greatest military caste of all tirr 
lay down the sword—to save civiliz 
L0nVrto preve"t future wars, to punii 
the Huns, who have disregarded ever 
law of God and mankind, whose on 
jod is the god of war and militar 
force—and to make the world safe fc 
democracy.

vour fight against 
insects remember 


the two classes. The chewing class is 
killed by feeningi them 
poisons;

sucking class by remedies which kill 
by coming in contact with their bod- 
ies and smothering or dissolving them 
in other words "gassing them." 


Remember 
you 
cannot 
poison 
a 


sucking insect because he sticks 
his 


bill ric-bt. through the poison into the 


leaf or stem and sucks out the juice 
just like a mosquito sucks blood out 
of your hand. Some of these are the 
Plant lice or aphids, 
and 
the 
true 


bugs like the squash bug. These must 
be killed with 
contact 
sprays like 


nicotenc sulphate, kerosene 
emulsion, 


tobacco tea or spraying soaps. 


The chewing1 insects are easiest to 


recognize since they eat 
the 
plants. 


Most of these do eating 
as 
worms 


rather than as mature 
insects. 
In 


the mature stage they 
are 
beetles, 


moths, and butterflies. 
Some of these 


are cabbage worms and potato beetles. 
Kill these by spraying- or dusting on 
the plants such poisorrs as 
arsenate 


of lead and Paris green.

insects eat the poison it is all up with 
them. 


Some of the chewing 
insects, 
like 


the cutworms, are killed by 
poisoned 


bait The garden slugs are also killed 
by poisoned bait.

Drastic restriction 
of purchases of 


sugar have been ordered by Food Ad 
ministrator Henry B. Kudicott, and be- 
ginning: today no person can purchase 
more than two pounds at any one time, 
and no family is to be permitted 
to 


purchase more than three pounds per 
month per person. 


The only exception Is that a 
pur- 
chaser may obtain twenty-five pounds 
for preserving purposes, but a second 
purchase for that "purpose will not be 
permitted except on 
order 
from 
state or county administrator. 


In order that the order may be en- 


forced, Mr. Bndicott has inserted 
in 


it a provision that any person seek' 
ing to evade the order 
by making 


purchases in more than one store will 
have his entire supply of augar 
cut 


off.Sir. Endlcott's statement In expla- 
nation of the order is as follows:-— 
"The sugar situation has developed 


during- the last few days so as to re- 
quire more conservation. 
Acting 
in 


consequence of telegrams received this 
morning from the United States food 
administration. Mr. Henry B. Endi- 
cott, food administrator for Massa- 
chusetts, announces the following Im- 
portant changes in the rules for tho 
retail sale of sugar. 
The changes 


affect every householder jji the state 
and the new rules must be rigidly 
observed. 


"Beginning Thursday. June 13, no 


retailer is permitted to sell to any 
customer more than two 
pounds 
sugar at one time and the total quan- 
tity thus sold to any householder in 
one month 
shall 
not exceed three 


pounds for each person in his house- 
hold. Retailers will be held responsi- 
ble for seeing that this rule 
is ob- 


served. Until further orders this 
Is 


an absolute rule and must 
be 
ob- 
served 
by 
dealers 
and 
consumers 


alike. 
If it is found that any con- 


sumer is purchasing more than three 
pounds for each member of his house- 
hold for one month his entire sugar 
supply will be cut off.

householder 
without 


special permission from 
the

food administrator. Retailers are re- 
quired in making sales for canning to 
take a written pledge from the pur 
chaser that he has not made and wil 
not make any other purchase of sug- 
ar for canning purposes without spe- 
cial Written permit from 
the 
county 


food ' administrator. This increasing 
strictness of regulation of the sale oJ 
sugar is made necessary by the 
diffi- 


culty of obtaining shipping for bring- 
ing sugar to this country." 


HOTT. 


Supt. Hugh J. Molloy, of the school 


department has compiled his 
annual 


report which is now available at the 
office of the school department at city 
hall. In his 
report Mr. Molloy states 


that the average cost per pupil 
for 


maintenance of the city schools from 
September of 1916 to June, 1918 was 
$3S.61, the whole 
number of 
pupils 


enrolled in the 
day 
schools 
being 


13,602, divided as follows: High school, 
1791; grammar schools, 6527; primary 
schools, 4475; mixed schools, 346 
and 


kindergartens, 
663. 
The average cost 


of each pupil for tuition only, exclud- 
ng the training schools, 
was 
$26.97. 


During the year 314 rooms were in 
actual use for school 
purposes, 
the 


average number of pupils to each room 
being 51. 


In relation to the new 
method of 


taking the school census the superin- 
endent &ays: 


Up to the year 1917 the census of 


school children was taken each 
year 


jy the attendance officers and a num- 
jer of school janitors. 


This year, for the 
first 
time, 
in 


accordance with the law of 1916. the 
census was taken through the schools 
themselves and a card enrolment was 
nesun of all children between five and 
sixteen years of age. 


The results have 
been 
reasonably 


gratifying: but have not been entirely 
satisfactory; we 
hope, 
however, 
to 


have the provisions of the laws car- 


ed out smoothly and thoroughly, and

few important matters. 


Every minor between the ages of 


fourteen and twenty-one years 
must 


have some kind of educational certifi- 
cate before he can he employed 
le- 


gally. 


No child over fourteen and 
wndei 


sixteen years of age may be employed 
unless he can satisfy the 
educationa' 


requirements indicated by 
the 
com- 


pletion of the fourth grade. 


Many persons think that 
children 


fourteen years of ag-e 
may 
be 
em- 


ployed no matter how 
limited 
their 


schooling may be; but, when the limit 
was -set at the ag:e of fourteen years 
it was the expectation of 
the 
state 


authorities that practically 
all 
chil- 


dren of normal ability who are prop- 
erly cared for will have completed, or 
nearly completed, the course 
in

elementary schools. 


jt is, then, the duty of educationa 


authorities to do everything in

power to protect children in

ucationa! rights which the laws of the

with gross injustice, savagery and in- 
humanity.

THE" RUSSIAN APPEAL 


An appeal comes from Russia to 


tho United States for an expedition- 
ary force to repe! the German invad- 
ers from that Kitft'erinK country. This 
iippenl come:-; from Iho central com- 
mittee ot the l.'.idet party in Jiiissia, 


It must be plain that any attempt to 
link up with the Cadet party would 
at once be resented by the Bolshevik! 
who have now apparently more power 
in Russia than any other faction. 


Under present conditions in Russia 


there Is practically no government 
control anywhere. 
There is no free- 


dom of the press and no means of 
transmitting 
intelligence throughout 


the country. For anything in this lino 
the German propaganda is by far the 
strongest agency. 
With its deceptive 


methods it could easily impose upon 
the simple people of Kussia and con- 
vince them that any army the allies 
might send came as an army of oc- 
cupation for the conquest of Kussia. 
It is for this reason that President 
Wilson is very cautious about sending 
any expeditionary force into Russia or 
countenancing any movement of that 
kind by Japan. He realizes that how- 
ever friendly and humane its aims 
might be, they would be misrepre- 
sented by the German propaganda to 
such an extent that the Russian peo- 
ple might join the Germans in a coun- 
ter movement. 


THE WAR OUTLOOK

He 
las relieved the anxiety of t-he allied

Great Britain 
is 
being 
aided In 


hunting down the U-boats by the sea 
Bulls. So useful have the birds shown 
themselves that a law has been passed 
which provides 
tor severe penalties 


for killing a gull. 


Tho gulls will cluster about a ves- 


sel passing through the Irish sea, for 
Instance. 
If a 
submarine appears 


anywhere in 
iho neighborhood, the 


birds detect it at once and fly in great 
numbers to the scene of the commo- 
tion on the ocean surface. 


The antics of the sea gulls are ob- 


served by the navigating oflicers 
on 


the ship and the armed guard pre- 
pares to fight. In many cases in which 
ihe gunners have fired at the point 
where the gulls are dipping into tho 
crest of tho waves, it has proved that 
a submarine .was preparing to come 
up and take an observation by peris- 
cope. The gulls are never attracted in 
great groups to any particular spot 
the seamen have learned, unless there 
is a great run of llsh. 
The sailors 


explain that, ihe gulls are attracted 
to tlie German submarines 
because 


they imagine that the dark blotch .on 
the water 
represents 
a 
school of 


small fishes swimming close to 
the 


surface. 
The gunners, 
accordingly, 


point the guns at the section of the 
water over which the birds are hov- 
ering.

The retail prices 
of 
food 
in 
the 


United States, according to reports re- 
ceived from retail dealers .by the bur- 
eau of labor statistics, show a decrease 
of 4 per cent on March 15, 191S, com- 
•tared with. February 15, 1913. 
This 


decrease is caused, to a large extent, 
by the price changes in eggs, butter, 
and potatoes, which changes are natur- 
il at this season or the year. 


Prices are not given ior hens be- 


cause, conforming to the ruling: of the 
rood administration, no live or fresh 
hens were sold in March. This restric- 
tion was lifted at midnight, April 19. 


Of the 15 articles ior which relative 
•ices are given, 4 show the following 


decreases; ESSS, 28 per cent; potatoes, 
•^ per cent; sugar, 13 per cent; and 
butter, 5 per cent. 
Two articles, milk 


and Hour, show no change, while the 
increase in the price of lard is practic- 
ally negligible, being less than one- 
naif of 1 per cent. 


Prices of food as a whole advanced 


If. per cent in the year from March 15, 
1017, to March 15, 191S. 


In this one year period, the only de- 


cline In price is that of potatoes. Thus 
article decreased 51 per 
cent. 
Corn 


meals shows the greatest increase, or 


per cer-t. 
Sugar shows the least in- 


crease, or 4 per cent.

food for the winter and spring months. 
Among the cultivated greens are Swiss 
chard, kale, 
Chinese cabbage leaves, 


upland cress, French endive, cabbage 
sprouts, turnip tops, 
young, 
tender 


New Zealand spinach beet tops, dan- 
delion, young, tender dasheen sprouts, 
native mustard, Russian mustard, col- 
lards,, and tender rape leaves. Among 
the wild greens are 
pepper 
cress, 


lamb's-quarters, ' sour 
dock, 
smart- 


weed sprouts, purslane or "pusley," 
pokeweed 
sprouts, 
dandelion, 
and 


milkweed (tender sprouts and young 
leaves.) 


Can greens the same day they are 


picked. 
~Wash clean, sort thoroughly, 


allowing no foreign weed leaves 
or 


ofher vegetable matter to remain. Rid 
the greens of all sand, dirt, and dry, 
decayed or diseased leaves. Place the 
greens in a crate or cheesecloth and 
blanch in live steam either in an im- 
provised home-made steamer, or reg- 
ular commercial steamer, for 15 min- 
utes. Remove the greens and plunge 
quickly .into cold water. 
Remove to 


a freshly scalded pan or other vessel 
and cut into convenient lengths. Pack 
into hot jars, add hot water to fill 
the container, and season to taste.

off Cape Hatteras, 


was described last night hy officers of 
the freighter. 


The Vindeggen's crew and that of 


the Henrik Lund, also a Norwegian, 
were brought to port by the Danish 
steamship Brossun 
after their craft 


had been sunk by the Teuton raider 
June 10. 


The Henrfk Lund hove in sight and 


was signaled by the submarine just 
as the latter was finishing its looting 
of the Vindeggen's cargo, said mem- 
bers of the crows. The German com- 
mander ordered both the ships' com- 
panies into their boats a*id sent the 
two vesseis to the bottom with bombs. 


CapL Balniestad of the Vindegg-en 


and Capt. Kaltenborg of the Henrik 
Lund were interviewed by naval offi- 
cials. The crews, comprising 68 men, 
most of whom 
are 
Chinese, were 


turned over to the immigration au- 
thorities. 
• The sinking of the two Norwegian 
steamships, reported yesterday, brings 
the total vessels sunk by submarines 
in American water to IS. 


The Vindeggen was bound for New 


York from a South American port, her 
copper being consigned to the Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining 
company. 


The destruction of these two shipa 
makes four flying the Norwegian fla 
which have been victims 
o£ German 


submarines in American waters. 


The two others were the Vinland, 


sunk June 5, and the Elds void, sunk 
Juno -I, both off the Virginia capes.

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WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Wednesday. June ,12.—(By 
the 'Associated Press.)—The excellence 
of the American artillery fire was 
largely responsible for the capture by 
American marines 
of approximately 


400 prisoners in the fighting which re- 
sulted in the clearing out of Belleau 
wood, northwest of Chateau-Thierry. 
The Germa.ns, who had been told to 
avoid capture because the Americans 
would torture them, .started to run af- 
ter the American machine gunners 
had made the wood untenable, but the 
artillery barrage was so perfect that 
they were cut off from escape. 


Among the prisoners are six 
offi- 


cers, a major, a captain and four lien- 
tenants. 
All were poorly clad and 


some had pieces of bread tied to their 
uniforms with string. They said they 
were glad to be captured and several 
expressed a desire to go. to the Uni- 
ted; States after the war to live. 


All of Germany's plans, they added, 


called for ending the war next fall. 
They had been told, they said, that the 
Americans had many negroes opposing- 
them. 
The scarcity of officers in the Ger- 


man army is shown by the fact that 
one of the prisoners, a first sergeant, 
commanded a company. He said this 
was a, common thing: now. 
All the 


prisoners expressed admiration for the 
fighting qualities of tho Americans. 


The barn in which they were con- 


fined today in the rear of the Amer- 
can lines held more prisoners of war 
than tho United States had had in one 
building at any time in more than 50 
years.

• It is these two nations, however, who 
are to bear the burden of action in 
the Orient for the present. 
As a result of the negotiations which 
have been going on between Japan and 
the Chinese republic, the 
mikado's 


land will control operations.

Coupling the Bolshevik assault on 


our Chinese ally to the situation cre- 
ated by the allied intervention at Vla- 
divostok and the menace of German1 
penetration, the allies .must soon nx 
the status of Kussia. 


Three Possibilities 


There are three possibilities. 
The 


Russian Soviet republic, by her break 
from the entente, to be regarded as a 
neutral; or. second, the Bolshevik! not- 
withstanding-, held as our ally; or, last- 
ly, by her dealings with the enemy, to 
be considered an enemy. 


The first step taken by the allied 


concert, which is handling .this ques- 
tion -to secure a much-needed unity, 
leaves the 
international 
position of 


Russia still iindetermined. 
The only 


measures to be taken at present are 
for the defense of the Chinese frontier 
by China herslf co-oprating with Jap- 
an—even the penetration of Siberia 
still remains only a contingency. 


But a decision must come speedily. 


Today the conviction that the key to 
the Russian situation lies in the east 
—not Europe—is gaining ground in al- 
lied capitals. 


There are three factions in Siberia— 


the Bolshevik:, the unwitting agents 
of the Teutons in the confusion they 
spread; the remnants of the Russian 
autocracy, hoping that some turn of 
fortune will bring back the czar; and 
the adherents of the fallen Kerensky 
government, with tlieir liberal repub- 
licanism. 
Want Allied Backing 


Each is striving for allied backing. 


Horvath, ousted by the Bolsheviki from 
control over the Manehurian section of 
the Trans-Siberian, appears to be co- 
operating with the old Russian 'bureau- 
cracy in an attempt to restore tbe over- 
thrown order. 
Simonoff, leading the 


Cossack forces opposing the Bolsheviki 
on the Trans-Siberian, apparently has 
tapped Oriental assistance 
to 
bring 


-back the provisional government head- 
ed by Kerensky. 
Even the Bolsheviki 


have put in an appearance, trying 
both in Tokyo and Peking to get as- 
sistance. 
In this the attitude of Japan is all- 


important. Her policy is dictated by a, 
vital need to deal with a stable gov- 
ernment in Russia. 


If she is backing a counter-revolu- 


tion in Siberia, it is in the hone that 
it will give Russia a rallying point, 
against disintegration. The allies seem 
to be swinging toward just such a 
policy. 
Their hope seems to be the formation 


of a liberal regime in Siberia, which, 
backed by the allies, may yet bring 
Russia back into the great war.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The annual report of the fire depart- 


ment has been submitted by Chief Ed-

LETTER 
SENT 


MOTHER BY SOLDIER GOING 


INTO BATTLE • 


WASHINGTON, June».—A<jmn Ed- 


wards, a young lawyer of C»rrollton. 
111., who'gave up his work at the be- 
ginning of the war with Germany, was 
killed in France May 4 while leading a 
charge in battle. Before starting 'for 
•the right Edwards wrote a letter, which 
was to be sent to his mother in case 
he did not return.' The letter was read 
in the house record by Representative 
Henry T. Rainey yesterday, as "the best 
tribute that could be paid the young 
man, who had ' heard the call of his 
country." This is the letter: 


"Somewhere in France. 
"Sly Dear Mother: I am about to go 


into battle and have instructed 
the 


company clerk to send you this letter 
in case I become a casualty, hence the 
receipt of this letter by you will Indi- 
ate that I am either with God or a 
prisoner in the hands of the enemy. 


"Since I will never become a pris- 


oner of the Hun if I remain conscious 
and able to fight, it is doubtful if I will 
ever be an inmate of a German prison 
camp. 


"Dp not grieve that I am among the 


missing, but rather rejoice 
that 
yoii 


have given a son in sacrifice to make 
the greatest military caste of all time 
lay down the sword—to save civiliza- 
tion, to prevent future wars, to punish 
the Huns, who have disregarded every 
law of God and mankind, whose only 
God is the sod of war and military 
force—and to make the world safe for 
democracy. 


"I desire that you view the matter 


in the light and spirit of the Spartan 
mothers of old, who, when their sons 
went forth to battle for freedom ant! 
their native land, said to their sons:' 
'Either come home 
proudly 
bearing 
your shield before you or upon it.' 


"War was absolutely necessary on 
the part of my country, and although 
I was 34 years old and nobody expected 
me to go, yet some one had to go, 
some must make the sacrifice, some 
mother must lose her son. 
"In the light of these 
facts, 
and 
knowing our country's great need, I 
volunteered and have never for 
one 


moment regretted my decision and I 
will not, although my life and a-use'ul 
career must end. Life is not the high- 
est boon of existence. There are 'ideals 
that are superhuman,, interests greate1- 
than life itself for which it is worth 
while fighting, suffering and dying-. 


"If possible after the war, I would 


like for my remains to be brought to 
America and interred at "White Hall. I 
have provided well for your support 
as I have a 510,000 insurance policy 
with the government and several thou- 
sand with the.-.old line companies. My 
friend Thompson and Jess have these 
policies and other valuable papers. 


"Goodby. mother. 
I will see you In 
the next world. You may know I died 
fighting- for you, my country and all 
tnat life holds dear. Your son, 


"Adrian."

We have seven hours of military work 
every day.

day commences immediately after col- 
ors at S o'clock until 11.30 a. m. and 
in the afte-moon from 1 o'clock till 
4.30 o'clock. I'll never forget-the-first 
two weeks of shouldering the gun on 
the drill field under the scorching 
rays of the 
golden 
sun. 
We have 


skirmishes in the .neighboring coun- 
try fields twice a week and though it 
is very-tiresome, we enjoy the change 
of atmosphere. Moreover it also helps 
swell our good appetite for "chow" 
and we surely do relish that good old 
navy stew at night. 


We are under martial law since June 


3. which restricts our liberty to the 
city of Newport. 
I rated 4S hours of 


liberty last Saturday and would have 
been home, hut will have to content 
myself until the ban is lifted. We are 
on watch day and night. 
Our sub- 
marines, torpedo destroyers and pa- 
trol boats are plying the waters con- 
tinually. It's a grand sight to see the 
sea lit up for miles out by our ships 
at night. 
We are only boys, but we 


long for the moment to enter into a 
naval battle should those U-boats at- 
tempt any raid around here.

That's the way we feel about 
it. We are so happy that we could go 
over the top. 


While I am writing this under a tree 


in the shade there's an aerial fight go- 
ing on, but it doesn't bother me. We

them now. Of course, 
when we see old Fritz come down we 
are as happy as the man in the 'plane, 
and, believe me, Fritz does come down. 
Emile Mori-ill was wounded in the 
wrist.

It is a'case of fight all the 
time. 
We have been fighting since 
February 6 and have not had any rest. 
They tell us every week that we are 
going to have a rest, but the only rest 
you get is when you are wounded or 
killed. The rats in the trenches run 
all over 
you and it 
is nothing 
to 
leave your shirt down in one place 
and find it out In No Man's land the 
next day. 
I came over here in October, The 
Salvation army is one 
of the 
best 
friends a man has over here, for they 
bring cakes and pies up to the first 
line trenches and -the night we got 
gassed there were two of the Salva- 
tion army women right there to look 
after us for five hours. 
So when they 
ask for a little money in Lowell, tell 
the people to give it.

Mr. and Mrs. Edward Gormley of 35 


Pond street, have received several in- 
teresting letters from their son. Priv- 
ate Edward J. Gormley, wiih Co. C of 
tha 104th Infantry in France. 
Priv- 


ate Gormley is but 17 years of age. 
Writing under date of May 19 to his 
mother, he says in part: 


At present I am in the front line 
trenches 
and 
we are 
having- . fine 
weather. There was one day, though, 
when it rained and hailed and the hail 
that came down was as big as mar- 
bles. 
The sector which I am now in is 
full of air kinds of insects and as for 
mosquitoes—they just 
eat one alive! 
There is a little brook right here on 
the line, and every day it is hot we 
go in for a swim to cool off. We put 
up our own pup tent in the woods 
and the night we had the storm it 
was certainly great living in one of 
those tents. It put me in mind of the 
hike from Frammgham to Ayer, when 
we used to pitcli tents for the night. 
We have little push-carts for bring- 
ing up rations and anything we need 
on the line. At the last little villag-e 
we were in, the Salvation army used 
to make doughnuts every night 
and 
they certainly were great. 
I could 
eat about two dozen of them myself. 
Well, I suppose that brother is get- 
ting along well now. Tell him I would 
like one of his pictures very much. 
We expect to get relieved soon 
by 
another division, and then I'll have a 
chance to get some pictures of my- 
self. 
On May 25, Private Gormley writes 


as follows to his father: 


I am now in a, little pup tent writ- 
ing these few lines while the shells 
are going over our heads. 
We are 
oa a pig- hill and we can observe the 
German line easily. 
I have a shell which they call a 
one-pounder and it is all decorated. I 
intend to send two of > them home 'if 
I can get them through the mail.

PEACE TREATY 


Between Turkey and Trans- 


Caucasus Government 


AMSTERDAM, June 13. — A peace 


treaty has been signed between Tur- 
key and the Trans-Caucasus govern- 
ment says a telegram from Constantin- 
ople. 


Previous to the signing of the Brest- 


Litovsk treaty between Russia and the 
Central powers whjch ceded the pro- 
vinces of Kars, Batum and Erivanx to 
Turkey, a separate government 
had 


been formed in the Trans-Caucasus re- 
gion, with a capital at Tiff Ms., After the 
Brest-Litovsk treaty,. Turkey proposed 
a separate peace to the Caucasus gov- 
ernment and it was announced that 
Turkey would recognize an 
autono- 


mous government in the Caucasus, 


Peace negotiations were begun early 


in May, but simultaneously the Turks 
began an advance into the territories 
claimed under the Brest-Litovsk treaty. 
Batum, Van and other cities xvere oc- 
cupied and thousands 
of

were massacred.
